Taking  a  seat  next  to  German, 
Latin,  French,  Spanish,  Greek,  and 
Derivatives,  Russian  became  the 
seventh  member  of  the  Language  De- 
partment tongue  team.  The  course  is 
taught  by  a  native  Russian,  Mr.  Adal- 
bert Sorenson. 

Students  in  their  third  year  of 
French,  German,  Latin,  or  Spanish  are 
encouraged  to  try  for  the  Indiana  Uni- 
versity Honors  Program.  Through  this 
program,  pupils  have  the  opportunity 
to  study  their  language  in  France, 
Germany,  Rome,  and  Mexico.  Last 
summer,  Shortridge  sent  two  students 
to  Germany,  two  to  France,  and  one 
to  Rome  through  this  program. 

In  French  and  German,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  carry  out  five  years  of  study. 
Upon  completion  of  the  advanced 
courses,  many  of  the  students  took 
advanced  placement  tests  and  re- 
ceived college  credit  for  their  study.

Setting  their  goals  high  and  being 
in  the  prime  of  condition,  the  Short- 
ridge  football  team  set  out  to  win 
the   1967  City  Championship. 

Suffering  only  two  setbacks,  At- 
tucks  and  Brebeuf,  the  Blue  Devils 
won  their  remaining  games  as  they 
"knocked  on  Wood,"  19-6,  for  Home- 
coming and  beat  Tech,  47-21 ,  to  lay  a 
heavy  claim  to  the  City  Champion- 
ship. Although  there  was  a  dispute 
over  the  number  one  team  in  the  city, 
Shortridge  claimed  the  title  by  per- 
centage total.  As  Coach  Don  Benbow 
says,  "7-1  is  better  than  6-1  any- 
time!" 

Junior  scat-back  Wayne  Curley,  the 
team's  top  man  in  scoring  and  rush- 
ing, led  the  entire  city  and  tied  the 
leading  count/  scorer,  as  he  rushed 
for  over  1,347  yards  and  scored  98 
points.  Following  Curley  as  leading 
team  scorer  were  senior  Harold 
Grundy,  who  scored  60  points  and 
rushed  for  900  yards,  and  fullback 
Fred    Hill. 

Culminating  the  near-perfect  sea- 
son, Tim  Huxhold  and  Wayne  Curley 
were  named  to  the  All-City  Football 
Team,  while  Dwight  Pickins,  Fred  Hill, 
Fred  Powell,  and  James  Gardner  re- 
ceived honorable  mentions.

Short- 
ridgers  are  lucky  in  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  competent  faculty  which  is 
willing  to  spend  time  with  the  student 
explaining  the  seemingly   impossible. 

Shortridge  teachers  give  the  funda- 
mentals while  trying  to  instill  in  the 
student  a  thirst  for  knowledge  and 
the  ability  to  reason  with  original 
ideas.  They  stress  the  creative  ideas 
of  pupils  and  encourage  them  to  keep 
trying.  They  attempt  to  motivate 
pupils  to  continue  their  education. 

As  they  attempt  the  task  of  educat- 
ing today's  youth,  they  show  us  the 
pathway  to  civic  responsibility  and 
participation.
